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Note: examiner has attempted to correct numerous informalities as shown above. 
Applicant is advised to do more corrections of informalities that may have escaped 
examiner's attention. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1,7- 9, 16-20, 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Under § 101 , as clarified in Bilski, 
the test for method claim is whether the claimed method is (1) tied to a particular 
machine or apparatus, or (2) transforms a particular article to a different state or thing, 
the test which is known as the "machine-or-transformation test". While, in the claims 
in question, the devices (base station and user equipment) mentioned in the preamble 
are considered as intended uses (for they are not used to enhance the body of the 
claims), there is no a particular machine or apparatus tied to the steps in the body of the 
claim/s nor is there a transformation that takes place in the steps recited. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 30-35 will be allowed, provided the objections associated therewith are 
properly overcome. Until then, the claims are held as objected. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/16/10 have been fully considered. The claims will 
be allowed if the 101 rejection is overcome and the informalities associated with the 
above claim objections are properly addressed. Until then, the claims are held as 
objected.
